Comment: Moscow has@said it intends to
withdraw all its forces from Hungary and Czechoslovakia but will try
to stall until well into 199]. Although the Soviets probably could
remove their troops and equipment within the time frames Budapest
and Prague demand, they undoubtedly want a more gradual
withdrawal that would not disrupt their transportation system.
Moscow also would prefer as much time as possible to reassign and
arrange housing for the some 135,000 men and their families that
are returning,
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
